elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 3-5, 10-12, 36, 37, 45, 57-59, 61-63, 65-67, 73 and 75, drawn to a 
plasma display panel and manufacturing method of a plasma display panel which uses 
a silver and glass electrode. 

Group II, claim(s) 1, 2, 6-9, 13, 22, 29-35, 56, 60, 64, 74 and 79-81, drawn to a plasma 
display panel and a manufacturing method of a plasma display panel which uses a 
silver alloy electrode. 

Group ill, claim(s) 19, 21, 43, 44, 46-55, 77 and 82-90, drawn to a plasma display panel 
and a manufacturing method of a plasma display panel with +Ag ions. 

Group IV, claim(s) 14-18, 23-28, 38-42, 68-71 and 76, drawn to a plasma display panel 
and a manufacturing method of a plasma display panel having silver particle electrodes.
